Tenures 2 and dependent on:ths . 
Pleaſure of Kings and States, at whoſe 
Will they bai to hold their Cures. All 
this Cowardiſe, Treachery, and Breach of 
Truſt are they guilty of, and muſt be an : 
ſwerable for it to . great Lord, eſpe. 
cially by confirming and aſſerting the Ulur- 
"tio of Spiritual Power, which the State 
aſſum'd to it ſelf in depofing Biſhops, which 
they have no more Right to do, than Bi- 
ſhops ta depoſe Kings. Inſtead of doing 
this, they ought to have endeavoured by 
all means, becoming their Character and 
Truſt, to have prevented ſuch ſinful In- 
vaſions of the Spiritual Power in one of 
its moſt eſſential Rights; or if they could 
not, to have reſiſted unto Blood, rather 
than thruſt others into the Thrones of 
their Collegues in the Sacerdotal Power, 
as vacant by Lay Force and Deprivation 
(which is incompetent and inſufficient” for 
that Spiritual Effect) and thereby give 
freſh Wounds to the Church and their 
en Authority, wn create a Schiſm, which 
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defend againſt the Peinciples & have laid 
daun. Indeed ynu have often: told me; 
that the State does not pretend ta degrade 
Biſhops, or deprive them of their Character 
Power or Order, hy which they - remain 
Bifhops af the Cathalick Church. aſter De- 
 privation, but that only; it deprives them 
ef their Paſtoral Cures or Power of Ju- 
riſdiction, and hinders them from 
ciſing their Office. within their Damipiem 
which they may exerciſe in other 'Nationa 
Churches, where they may happen to, be 
choſen Bimops. „Sir, this is juſt no 
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hy the Hands of the Church. As you al- 
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-thority by becoming Chrittians and Sub- 
jects of thẽ Church, as much as other Chit 
ſtian Men?
